M¹ii'ůreerdered ro make rwo'falle *: Se- maren 85 
the Signal being given. advane ed and amountai the reaches p ge ras Coot- 
age; The Beſieged deferded them with the ſame Reſolurion they had made in former oc- 
caſions, and with rheir Fougades, Bombes, Stones, Bags, filled with Powder, Pikes and 
o:her Arms, forced cur Men at the Duke of Lorrain's Attack twice to retire; but theſe 
being ſupporred by rhe preſence of the Duke, who led them on himſelf ro the foot of the 
Breach goirg on the third time entered the Town with the ſlaughter of 800 Janlſaries that 
defended the Breach on that fide, the Vifier Baſſa was there during the whole action co 
eocourzpe his Men, and pave great proofs of his Bravery, till having recelved fevera} 
wounds, he fell ataong the ſlain. The Brandenburgers entered the Town almoſt at the 
ſame time, and the Bavarians ſnon after; ſo that forcing the Enemy from thelr ſeveral 
Pots and Retrenchr ents, the Aſſaillants advanced to the Market place, and in an hours 
tive were abſolure Maſiers of the Place. The Turks after our Men were ln the Town, 
iprurg a Mice, and by the means of a Train they had layn for that purpoſe, ſet ſeveral 
H:ufes on fize, which continued till the next Morulug, and conſumed abundance of rich 
H uſhold. goods and Merchandiſe; However, the Soldiers found a great deal of plunder of 
Plate, Jeweis, Money, c. infomuch, that many of them got 2 or 3oco Ducars a Man. 
I:'s reckoned that in the Aſſault, and firſt ſury of the Soldiers, afrer they were Maſters of 
the Town, about 2500 Turks were ſlaln with their Arms in their hands, and about 1500 
retired into a Redoubt on the ſide of the Caſtle, where they put up a white Flag, and po

Soldicrs got 2000 Ducats, and a Servant of the Duke de 
Croy, is ſaid to have wide 4 Booty bf 9000 Ducars, That the Grand Viſier ſo ſoon as he 
knew the Town was taken, retired towards Alba Regalis, and leaving a ſufficient Garriſon 
2 continued hls retreat towards che Bridge of Eſſecke; That the Duke of 
Lorraln had ſent our great Detachments to his Rear, and intended to march after him
